ADOPTION

While ‘adoption was provided
for by the law of ancient Rome
and existed as a rite even amony
the American Indians, the Eng:
lish Common Law to which we
have succeeded expressly, di

repugnant to the policy of th
Jegal system. :

* Thus, our whole law of adop-
tion is-descended from_the civil
law of ‘continental "Europe, and
exists in America today only by
virtue of statutes which are
strictly construed. California law
is ' exceptionally “humane -and
libe¥al In this- field. Easy meth-
ods of legitimatizing illegitimate
offspring are provided whereby
such child succeeds to all the

_Jegal rights of more fortunate

children, Including-the-—right_of.
inheritance.  Contrast this sit.
uation with ‘that prevailing un:
der the English Common Law,
whereunder an illegitimate child
had no standing in a court of
law—he was said to have no
relatives at all, could not inherit

“from either parent, and had no

-

-

property rights, and could be
(and generally was) abandoned,
with full sanction of the law.

Jurisdiction: A court can hear
a petition for the adoption of a
minor only if: (1) the person
adopting 1s 10 years older than
child; (2) consent of all neces:
sary parties is secured; (3) and
if such adoption will be for the
best interests of the child; and
(4) only If such court is'the
Superior Court of the county in
which ‘petitioner resides. 2

Consent of Parties: Written
consent must' be filed with the
court, of the following:

(1) The adopting parties; and
in this connection a married per:
son living with his spouse can:
not adopt a child without the
consent of such spouse;

(2) The natural parents must
also have consented, except in
cases where the law says that
consent ‘will not. be required.
These latter situations include
‘Wwhere: parent has been deprived
of civil rights; or divorced for
adultery or for cruelty; or
where child was taken from par-
ent due to cruelty, intemper-
ance, etc;;

minded; or where child's parents
are unknown; or where child

(8) The child, itself, if over
the age of 12, must also con-
sent to-its-adoption.

Effect of Adoption: Such ef-
fect is two-fold; first, it estab-
lisheés between the child and the
adopting parents the relation-
ship ‘of parent and child, with
all the consequences of that re-
lation. The adopting parents are
thereafter liable for the child's
support and care, and in return

, they have full custody and con:

trol.

Conversely, with adoption, the
natural parents lose all right
to custody and control; and also
are relieved of all obligation of
support.

Inheritance: The adopted child
now inherits thru his adopting
parents, alone; and not from his
natural parents. However, he
still “inherits from his natural
grandparents, and not from the
parents of his new father and
mother. In other words,
